&l OOK ! look!” shouted the old gentle- 

man near me, with eyes shining 
with sudden delight. I jumped, and 
turned, to see the fisherman’s symbo] of 
summer and the glorious times to come— 
the first Mayfly of the season. 

Two or three years had this beautiful 
insect spent burrowing in the mud as a 
nymph; now, as a green drake or 
subimayo, he disported himself before us, 
In a day or two, as an tmago with delicate 
black-veined wings, we may see him, with 
hundreds of thousands of his brothers, 
at his well-known danse d'amour, rising 
and falling in the air, waiting for his mate 
to join him from the ground, Soon after, 
perchance, we may see him on the water 
with outstretched wings, a dying “ spent 
mnat,” food for the fishes. ears of digging 
and toil for a few hours in the sun—the 
Ephemera Danica! 


DAPPING. 


Dapping. is considered quite a modern 
sport, and of peculiarly Irish associations, 
but in one form or another it has been 
practised for a very long time. Walton 
dapped his fly or grasshopper in the 
seventeenth century, and it is mentioned 
in “The Book of St. Albans ” of 1460 or 
thereabouts. Perhaps, indeed, it might 
be traced back to old Thesis, who “died in 
his reed hut, going out like a lamp of his 
own accord owing to’ his length of years. 
Not, however, till the possibilities of the 
Westmeath [Lakes were realised did this 
particular form of dapping with the 
natural Mayfly become famous. Though 
it stil] has its many followers of the old 
school, it seems to be dying out in favour 
of casting with the-artificial fly—which, I 
suppose, is more sportsmanlike, and cer- 
tainly cleaner and more scientific, 


HARD WORK. 


Dapping requires a cool] head, at steady 
hand, and a delicacy and _ preéision of 
might suppose specially 
snited to women, If the natural fly 1s 
used, any initia] fastidiousness may be 
overcome by getting the boatman to impale 
the insect on the hook. Last year I 
dapped with a girl friend, and she failed 
lamentably: but I had no reason to be 
cross, since 1 had not brought her (who 
can blame me?) for her dapping 
capabilities. My motto as angler, 
whatever one may suspect, 18 not ome 
wnotum pro magnifico; but there are 
monsters in the lake which never rise to 
the fly at any other time, and will try 
any woman's strength and endurance. 
(Mr. M. O'Shea killed a 104]b. fish here in 
1924. and doubtless there have been 
larcer). T have seen a man who had to be 
lifted bodily out of a boat after Josing one 
af these viants after twenty minutes’ play. 
True, the collapse of his knee-jomts was 
not caused by an physical exertion, but 
by excitement. Such are the great times 
in angling. 


ANTICIPATION. 


Then, in hope, and maybe a litile fear, 
let us put our rod together, impale our 
insect, and float him out on the breeze, to 
dap gently ten. to twenty ‘yards off. We 
must not strike too soon—indeed, we must 
not strike at all. but firmly tighten the 
line ; for the big fish are never in a hurry. 
A brown head appears and disappears, the 
circle on the water expands, and, as we 
tighten. there is a dive, a rush, a leap 
and a splash, repeated many times, till the 
boatman deftly lifts the beauty safe on 
board. Many more we get, two for our 
lunch, and the rest for the post-office, till 
the fish begin to sulk, or we are tired of 
our sport. 


HISTORIC RUINS. 


Then we may do worse than pay a visit 
to the historic Island of Devenish, with 
its wonderfu] 83ít. round tower, the 
highest in Treland, and its sixth century 
ruins of the Abbey of St. Molaise. The 
Northern Government very wisely pre- 
serves these historic buildings. FExcava- 
tions have been made round the Abbey in 
erder to disclose the ground plan. which 
may be inspected by the visitor. If the care- 
taker is present, one should certainly 
ascend the new sriral staircase of the 
tower, from the top of which there is a 
magnificent view of the Lough and the 
neighbourhood of Enniskillen. 

Anon, if we feel so inclined, we may 
return to our fishing; for, to quote Sir 
Edward Grey, “we who are anglers cou- 
cratulate ourselves upon having one of the 
beat and most wonderful .recreations that 
have ever been known to mau.”

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| A Cricket Record. 


Surely the cricket’ matches reported in 
Wednesday’s /rish Times constitute a re- 
markable record in the Euglish summer 
game. Eight matches were commenced on 
Saturday last, and of these only two were 
finished. No fewer than 7,345 runs were 
scored for 220 wickets, and the batsmen 
among them produced sixteen centuries 
and one double century. In one match— 
Middlesex v. Hampshire—there were six 
centuries, three for each side. The average 
runs per wicket works out at 33.4, In 
the match already mentioned 1,272 runs 
were scored, an average of 55.3 runs per 
wicket, It is safe to assume that no 
previous three days in cricket ever saw 
such a plethora of run-getting. Perhaps, 
some of the statisticians may be able to 
confirm or refute this assumption. 


Sir Bertram Windle. 


In his busy and distinguished career 
many well-deserved academic distinctions 
have been conferred upon Sir Bertram 
Windle, formerly President of University 
College, Cork. Since he took up, some five 
years ago, the professorship of cosmology 
and anthropology in Toronto University 
he has become one of the outstanding 
personalities,in the scientific life of the 
Dominion, and many leading institutions 
have been proud to honour him. 

In the United States his reputation as 
an authority in the branches of science 
which he has specially cultivated has been 
long since recognised. ‘he latest of the 
young universities in that. country to 
inscribe his name on its list of doctors, 
honoris causa, is Marquette University, 
Milwaukee, one of the most flourishing 
centres of scholarship in the Middle West 
which is presided over by an eminent 
Jesuit of Irish parentage. His scientific 
writings have made Sir Bertram wel] 
known on both sides of the Atlantic, but 
as a popular writer he is best known for 
his books, ' Shakespeare’s Country,”’ now 
in its sixth editiun, and ‘‘ The Wessex of 
Thomas Hardy,’’ one of t..e most fascinat- 
ing volumes on the subject.

A New Dictionary. 


Herr Studienrat Kurt LEitzen, of 
Minden, Westphalia, has sent me a copy 
of a “ Dictionary of Military Terms and 
Phrases,” which, he says, ought to be olf 
interest to Irish readers in view of the 
recent German-Irish flight to the United 
States. It is an Anglo-German dictionary, 
and contains quite an astonishing number 
o: technical terms, including a certain 
amount of military slang. 

Herr FEitzen has done his work very 
thoroughly. Every conceivable term and 
phrase in connection with military and 
firing activities are translated, while 
slang words occupy a prominent part in 
the book. I find, for instance, that Herr 
Eitzen defines the word ‘“‘blinking’’ as 
‘* verflict ‘‘bosko absoluto’’ as ‘‘ ric- 
hisch besoffen’”’ ; anglice “ beastly drunk ”’ ; 
and goes so far as to give the British 
sailor's pet name of ‘“‘ Tirps’’ for Gross- 
admiral von Tirpitz. 

The work is a curious mixture of sound 
technical knowledge and quite a brilliant 
proficiency in nglish slang. I con- 
yvratulate Hery Eitzen on his effort, which,

Stealing Shakespeare. 


Sir Squire Bancroft, in his Memoirs, 
tells of the method of stealing plays in 
England and bringing them to America, 
when there was no copyright, and it has 
been claimed that many ot Shakespeare's 
plays were thus stolen on first production ; 
but Mr. Frank Fay, who, as well as being 
a fine producer, is also an expert short- 
hand writer, states that, with Bright’s 
system of shorthund used at that time, it 
would have been impossible ; for the eaves- 
droppers who stood in the wings and 
reported the speeches, as was done in the 
case Of Tom iobertson’s plays, could not 
have been successful in the Shakespearean 
productions. 

The ‘‘Tragicall Historie of Hamlet ’”’ 
will be produced under entirely Eliza- 
bethan conditions, with no interval, except 
a short one towards tke end of the play, 
and the Elizabethan imusic will be heard. 


In this reading of the play it is interest- 
ing that the Queen is nou supposed to have 
known that her husband was pu:soned, 
Miss Winifred Moffat, a popular member 
of the Elizabethan Society, is playing the 
part of Hamlet.

' HANDWRITING 
AND HEALTH. 


FRENCH SCIENTIST’S 
THEORY. 


WHEN INFALLIBLES 
CONTRADICT.

HE handwriting expert in criminal 
cases has been out of favour for some 
time past. If, however, the startling new 
theories of a distinguished rench 
scientist are confirmed, the whole study ol 
graphology will henceforward rank almost 
equal in importance with the newer 
science of finger-print indentification. 

A letter written by an accused man 
shortly before, or at the time of, a crime 
might prove an entirely trustworthy clue 
as to the state of his mind. Whenever 
insanity or an epileptic tendency is put 
forward as a defence the doctors and 
lawyers may be able to bring the hand- 
writing experts to testify, without risk of 
the ridicule and scepticism they have met 
with from judyes in the past. 

Pursuing the science of handwriting 
from the point at which the old experts 
_and the modern graphologists leave off, M. 
Souquez has discovered a sphere in which 
one's penmanship might be not less in- 
fallible than finger-prints as evidence. 
For example, he claims that an epileptic 
seizure might be clearly indicated in 
letters. Before a private gathering of 
medical men and lawyers, in Paris 
recently, he disclosed the results of his 
researches, and asserted that in future it 
would be possible at times to establish the 
existence of a state of epilepsy in an 
accused person, even though such in- 
dividual is only subject to rare and brief 
seizures, which come and go more or less 
unobserved. 

This disclosure has aroused such interest 
that authorities upon the scientific aspects 
of crime investigation are inelined to 
believe that handwriting will assume fresh 
importance in the eyes of the law. if 
the theories of M. Souquez are established, 
it is obvious that they extend the present 
boundaries of the science of handwriting. 


RESTRICTED SCOPE. 


In these countries we have somewhat re- 
stricted the scope of its study and practice. 
Whenever the services of experts have been 
utilised for the purpose of evidence, it 
has invariably been in cases of forgery or 
blackmail. Enterprising Canada has 
gone farthest along the lines indicated by 
these Frencn «evelopments. It was 
recently reported that the Canadian 
Government had appointed Mr. Frederick 
Jacob as an official, with the duties of re- 
porting on all applications for positions 
of trust on handwriting alone. It is 
interesting to note that Mr. Jacob's claims 
for the new science are very similar to 
those of M. Souquez. 

He insists that letters are definite and 
unmistakable clues to health. In one re- 
markable case he is said to have decided 
from the handwriting that the author was 
suffering from abnormal blood pressure, 
and could not have long to live. The man 
actually died a few weeks later. 

It remains to be seen what are the 
possibilities of grave error. It was the 
fallibility of the famous experts of the 
past, together with their extravagant pre- 
tensions, which set the judges dead 
against them, and brought the whole 
science into some disrepute.- The two most 
lamous experts were Mr. F. H. Guerin 
and Mr. Nethercliffe, and both had to 
suffer lively experiences when called to 
give expert evidence. 


JUDGE HAWKINS 


Judge Hawkins tsed to love a duel with 
Mr. Nethercliffe. ‘‘ Your son, who, as you 
say, is even better than yoursell, is he as 
infallible as you?’’ once asked the Judge. 

“Certainly, he ought to be. Why not?’ 

“ Well, let me give you an instance. In 
Lady D——’s case did not your son swear 
one way and you another?’ 

The expert in handwriting could not 
deny it, and Judge Hawkins closed the 
case with the remark: “ It seems strange 
that two infallibles should contradict one 
another.”’ 

There was one case in which counsel 
handed to the expert six slips of paper in 
different handwriting, and asked him to 
decide whether they were written by one 
hand at about the same time. “No; they 
were written by different hands at different 
times,” confidently declared the grapho- 
logist after he had minutely examined 
them with a miscroscope, Thereupon 
counse] snapped: ‘“ Now you are in a 
hole; for I wrote them myself this morn- 
ing at my desk.” It was such incidents 
as these which virtually drove the hand- 
writing experts from the courts. 

Many famous counse] would never em- 
ploy them, and, although Sir Richard 
Muir did so sometimes, it was only with 
great reluctance. He was fond of insisting 
that the finest handwriting expert was an 
experienced bank manager or cashier: and 
most lawyers ‘agreed with him. Even in 
America, where the art has had more 
practitioners, and hitherto has been 
treated with more respect in the courts, 
it has lately suffered eclipse. The reason 
was the same=-the rash way in which in- 
fallibility was assumed. 


WRONG DECISION. 


A short while ago, a valuable set of 
plans was found to be missing, which in- 
cluded specifications of the latest types of 
cruisers, Because of the similarjty in 
certain letters examined by the hand- 
writing expert a young Dane was arrested, 
although he stoutly declared his innocence. 
The expert was wrong; for shortly after- 
wards the real culprit came forward and 
confessed the crime. 

Another expert was handed a batch of 
letters, and, according to his reading from 
the handwriting, he found a very fine 
feeling and certain excellent qualities in 
most, but no signs of crookedness or 
crimmality in any. Yet every letter had 
actually been written by a man serving a 
sentence of imprisonment. | 

Therefore, if handwriting is to become a 
new and more efficient ally to the law, 
there is obviously much to be done. The 
gifted Frenchman and all who follew him 
will have to establish a record for trust- 


worthiness ; for judges have grown ex- 
tremely sceptical and unsympathetic.

The Duke of Abercorn will lay the 
stone according to ancient custom. and he 
will be supported by a brilliant company, 
ircluding the Right Hon. Sir William 
Joynson-Hicks, Home Secretary, and the 
Right Hon. Viscount Peel, First Commis- 
sioner of Works, as representing the 
Imperial Government. A great muititude 
of spectators is expected, and a special 
effort is being made to secure the attend- 
ance of the younger generation, so that 
they may better understand and appreciate 
the significance of the event, and the 
intimate association of Northern Ireland 
with Great Britain. 

As the Prime Minister has stated that 
this ceremony will symbolise the permanent 
division of Ireland into two States, the 
Nationalist members of Parliament have 
decided not to attend the proceedings, but 
the Socialists and Independent Unionists 
will be present in force. In fact, Mr. 
Kyle, the Socialist leader of the Opposi- 
tion, has been selected to second a vote of 
thanks to. the British Government fo: the 
gift of the buildings—a singular but un- 
conscious commentary on the oft-repeated 
statement that with Socialist; in power the 
Morth would be merged in the South.

PROGRESS OF ART IN BELFAST. 


vood 


The progress of musical culture in the 
Northern province during the past decade 
has been remarkable both in its scope and 
extent, and with it there has also been 
considerable development in the other arts 
which elevate a community. Belfast has 
long been reputed for its materialism and 
concern chiefly for the grosser things of 
life, but in that respect the voice of 
rumour has judged it rather harshly. The 
city on the Lagan can boast of Shakespeare 
societies, organisations for the promotion 
of British music, amateur theatrical com- 
panies which study the classics, and art 
clubs and other bodies whose aims are 
worthy of the highest commendation. 
Among these the Belfast Art Society 
occupies a prominent place, and its 
exhibition of pictures which was opened 
this week is probably unique, for no paint- 
ing sent in by a member is rejected. 
Notwithstanding that circumstance, the 
average standard of the exhibits is excel- 
lent, and shows a wider appreciation of 
the beautiful in nature than is generally 
understood. 

At the opening ceremony Mr. H. M. 
Pollock, the Minister of Finance, said that 
the specimens of handiwork of their Celtic 
ancestors which still were with them gave 
evidence cf a culture which shone out 
brightly in a period of dense European 
darkness, and that, he thought, should be 
an inspiration to them in that corner of 
Ireland, with all the natural advantages 
of modern life and education, to encourage 
the culture which had been so large a part 
of life im these far-away days. It had 
been said of the Ulster people that they 
were so sul.k in commercialism that they 
had no higher instincts than to vet the 
best of a bargain, but they had emerged 
from such conditions ard need not despair 
ot advance in artistic taste when they 
could boast of Lavery, Conor, Miss 
Praeger, and other Ulste> artists 
known to fame. Certainly the esthetic 
atmosphere of Northern Ireland is im- 
proving, and there is ample reason for 
Mr. Pollock’s optimism. 


CONGRATULATIONS TO PREMIER. 


The statement made in the Northern 
House of Commons by the Prime Minister 
relative to the grievances of the unbought 
tenants has give general satisfaction to 
the farming community. It will be re- 
called that the terms of purchase were not 
so favourable as those granted by the 
Imperial Government to the farmers of 
the Free State, while there was serious 
delay in putting the Act into operation 
in the Northern area. The agreement 
reached by the two Governments provides 
that all tenants whose holdings have not 
been dealt with on or before the appointed 
day—27th May, 1929—shall be placed in 
the same financial position as they would 
occupy if their holdings had been dealt with 
before that date. it appears, however, 
that the present rent will have to be paid 
until every holding is finally vested in the 
tenant, but they wall be refunded the 
difference in the amount at the final settle- 
ment. 

The Premier stated that the Northern 
Government has undertaken to bear the 
cost of the refund to the tenants and of 
the sinking fund repayments during the 
anteram period, which will amount to a 
large sum. In these circumstances, the 
scheme will not operate in any way to the 
prejudice of the interests of landlords, 
while, of course, the tenants will receive 
all the advantages to which they are 
entitled and Lord Craigavon is to be con 
gratulated on his happy solution of a 
thorny problem. The result of the 
arrangement, as pointed out by the Prime 
Minister, is that virtually within a year’s 
time every tenant in the Six Counties who 
is affected by the Act will be placed upon 
an annuity-paying basis, and thence 
onward he wil! be the master of his own 
destiny so far as his tenure is concerned. 


BANN VALLEY PROBLEM. 


The proposals of the Government in 
connection wite the drainage of the River 
Bann are meeting with strong opposition, 
and it seems as if the scheme were in 
danger of being dropped altogether. It 
was suggested in this column some time 
ago that, as the project affected five 
counties out of the six comprising 
Northern Ireland, the cost might be made 
a national charge, and that a large 
number of unemployed could be engaged 
on the undertsking, with advantage to all 
the interests concerned. This idea is 
being ‘favourably received, and at the 
meeting of the Armagh County Council 
this week it was advocated by several of 
the members. In the report of the 
Finance Committee it was stated that the 
Council were doubtful as to the means 
proposed by the authorities for the 
allevia‘ion of flooding, and objection was 
taken to the expense, the significant com- 
ment being made that the cost of the 
drainage was at Jeast as worthy of being 
wholly borne by the Government as the 
building of the bridge over the Foyle at 
Londonderry, for which a parliamentary 
grant of a quarter of a milion pounds has 
beom promised 

The Maiden City has been generously 
treated, but Derry County has turned 
down the Bann scheme, so far as bearing 
a share of the financia' burden is con- 
ecrned, and Armagh is much of the same 
mind. Most of the public bodies through- 
out the provitce view the addition to the 
rates with éisfavour, saying that they 
have no mandate from the electorate to

Towards the maintenance and improvement 
of roads it had been possible this year to 
make grants to the amount of £500,000 from 
the road fund. The average allocation for 
the last five years was £458,395. The esti- 
mated expenditure this year was £1,158,975, 
an increase of 73 per cent. over that of the 
year 1913-14. 

LAND ANNUITIES. 

The position would be affected this year by 
a rise in the amount of latid annuities not 
paid. This was a serious matter for the local 
authorities, and it was desirable that local 
authorities should do everything to influence 
the payment of land annuities. 
The Department's relations with public 
bodies were of a most satisfactory kind. The 
General Council of County Councils had been 
of gteat service to the rtment im its 
work. They anticipated that when the 
working of the Local Appointments Commis- 
sion had helped to make more efficient the 
staff working under public bodies, the rela- 
tions between the riment and public 
bodies would be even more satisfactory. 


Mr. SEAN T. O'KELLY (F.F., North 
Bhl speaking oí Public Health work, 
said that the parties fesponsible had not 


given the lead that should be given. In 
matters of child welfare they were backward, 
largely becatise the country had not got that 
lead from the headquarters that it ought to 
have got. 

The maintenance of roads was a great 
roblem at present, and he should like to 
now A little more oi the policy of the De- 
partment as to the maintenance of specific 
roads that had been marked out as what 
might be called national roads. He also 
mentioned that not one reference had been 
made by the Minister to the important re- 
commendations made recently by the Commis. 
sion on the Poor Law. i 

He asked what was the policy of the De- 
partment in regard to sanitation in the 
smalier towns. is was a matter which had 
not received the attention it deserved. He 
criticised the housing policy of the Govern. 
ment, and said that, although about 3,000 
houses had been built in Dublin during the 
last five years, the slum population of the 
city was greater than it was when the Go- 
vernment took over control. 


MEDICAL OFFICERS. 

Sir JAMES CRAIG ({lid., Dublin Univer- 
sity) asked how many counties had made 
provision for the appointment of county 
medical officers of health, and what position 
the country was in now with regard to the 
medical inspection and treatment of school 
children. e had complained from time to 
time about the impossible oi poor people 
getting their sight tested. saw no reason 
why dispensary doctors who were not capable 
ot doing that class of work should not be 
allowed, sey, 4 month or six weeks to do 
the necessary t-graduate course. .

cretionary power in that section was put into 
operation immediately in Dublin. Those who 
did not put that section into operation got 
the smallest share of the unemployment grant, 
and he asked the Minister to see that the 
people of Dublin were treated in the same 
wav as the ufemployed in other districts. 

He knew that poor children in Dublin 
were being sent to school without a break. 
fast, or even a cup of tea; and be asked 
the Minister to see that there was an ex- 
tension of benefits to such people in the 
City of Dublin. Unemployment, he was 
sorry to say, had not decreased in Dublin. 

Mr. B. MAGUIRE (F.F., Sligo-Leitrim) 
said that there wae a general opinion that 
the centralisation scheme was a failure. 

LABOURERS’ COTTAGES. 

Mr. JOHN DALY (Govt., Cork Co.) said 
that the ratepayers would be well advised 
to build more labourers’ cottages. He asked 
the Local Government Department to go 
back to the old system under which rural 
and urban couricils were enabled to build 
labourers’ cottages on the old lines for the 
labourers, who were the bone and sinew of 
the country. 

Mr. MORRISSEY (Lab., Tipperary) said 
that their complaint was that road grants 
were not used for the purpose for which 
they were given, but for reducing rates and 


rélieving unemployment. Those grants were 
really being put back into the ratepayers’ 
pocket ;

Mr. CORRY (F.F., East Cork) said that 
there had been a reduction in some rates, 
because local authorities recognised that the 
ratepayers could not pay any more. He 
tontradicted the statement that grants for 
roads were given to the relief of rates. What 
was [ge in that way was the refund re- 
ceived from the Department. He suggested 
that the agricyltural grant should be given 
to the relief of tillage farmers instead of to 
the relief of ranchers. 

The debate was adjourned. 

RULES OF CIRCUIT COURT. 

On the motion of the Minister for Justice,

A VISA THAT WAS REFUSED. 


Mr. M. O'REILLY (F.F., Meath) asked 
what was the reason why Mr. Richard Ebbitt, 
V.8., a native of County Louth, who sailed 
from New York in February last, was not 
allowed to land at Cobh, 
Mr. MeGILLIGAN, Minister for External 
Affairs, said that when Mr. Ebbitt applied 
for a visa the passport officer at New York 
found his name on the list of persons to whom 
visas should not be granted. The officer 
offered to submit the case to the Government, 
but that offer was declined. Had all the 
circumstances been known to the officer at 
New York, it would have been possible to 
arrange for the granting of a visa Mr. 
Ebbitt, however, sailed without a visa, and 
was consequently unable to land. 
On receiving a report of the incident in- 
quiries were made by the Department of 
External Affairs, and it was decided that Mr. 
Ebbitt should be granted a visa to enter the 
Irish Free State. 
Mr. O'REILLY said that Mr. Ebbitt was 
seventy-two years of age, and was coming 
home to die. He was accompanied by his 
sister. He was compelled to proceed from 
Cobh to Germany, whence he returned to New 
York, where he died within a week of his 
arrival. What, asked Mr. O’Reillv, was the 
political offence for which Mr, Ebbitt was 
deported from this country? 
Mr. McGILLIGAN said that that question 
did not arise now, and if Mr. Ebbitt had 
taken the proper steps the visa would have 
been granted. 

IMPORT MUTTON. 

Mr. M. O’REILEY (F.F.. Meath), asked 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce if 
he could state the number of sheep and lamb 
earcases imported into the Saorstat from 1923 
to the present time. 

Mr. DOLAN, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry, said that the number was not 
available. The quantity of mutton and 
lamb imported in the four months. January 
to April, 1928, was 1,503 ewts. 

Mr. O'REILLY asked if the Parliamentary 
Secretary was aware that some of the sheep 
and lamb carcases were produced in Ireland, 
so'd in Birmingham, slaughtered there, and 
returned for sale in Dublin. 

Mr. DOLAN—I am not awaré of that. 
Mr. O'REILLY—I understand that is the 


case. 


CREDITS FOR FARMERS. 

Mr. J. CROWLEY (Govt., Kerry), asked 
the Minister for Finance if he was aware 
that in a circular issued by the Agricultural 
Credit Corporation dealing with the pro- 
cedure for obtaining loans, it was stated that 
loans under £50 would be obtainable through 
co-operative societies, and that persons desir- 
ing such loans should approach existing co- 
operative societies; and whether he was 
aware that the Corporation had not sup- 
lied any information or advice as to their 
unctions and methods of operation to the 
co-operative societies. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that the answer to the 
first part of the question was in the affirma- 
tive. He was informed that the matter re- 
ferred to had been receiving full considera- 
tion from the Board of the Corporation, who 
hoped to be in a position shortly to issue to 
co-operative societies a memorandum on the

PROVISIONS OF COMPENSATION 


BILL. . 

The text of the Slaughtered Animals 
(Compensation) Bill, introduced by Mr. 
Hogan in the Free State Parliament, on 
Wednesday, was published yesterday. 
The purpose of the bill, copies of which 
may be purchased from Messrs. Eason, 
is to provide for the establishment, main- 
tenance and management of a fund for the 
payment of compensation to the owners of 
certain live stock which is exported from 
the Free State and slaughtered at a port 
in Great Britain in consequence of an 
outbreak or suspected outbreak of foot- 
and-mouth disease. i 

The bill proposes the constitution of a 
body to be known as the Slaughtered 
Animals (Compensation) Trustees, consist- 
ing of six persons appointed, as occasion 
requires, by the National Executive of the 
live stock trade, This body will estab- 
lish and maintain a fund built up from 
a levy on exported cattle, sheep and pigs. 
The Ae will be at the following rates :-~ 
+ on every head of cattle, gd. on eve 
sheep, and id. on every pig. Out of the 
fund so established tue owners of such 
stock slaughtered at British ports on t 
occasion of & seo aia outbreak 
are to be compensated. 
will not be salaried, but will receive

Mr. Lavery, K.C., continuing his argument, 
again pointed out, in reply. to Mr” Valsh’s 
objection to the manner in which éhe had 
been put to the jury, that all the facts of the 
case disclosed in the evidence had been put to 
the jury by the learned judge with refiarkable 
accuracy. Referring to the evidences of two 
witnesses with regard: to the movements of 
the accused girl and the time she was seen 
with one of the children in the field near the 
river on the 27th of July, Honey ane Mary 
Darcey, which Mr. Walsh ‘Wad ribed as 
indonsistent, he said that the wittessee cor- 
roborated one another, and there was no 
evidence of the possibility of any of the 
witnesses referred to having made an honest 
mistake, and he thought it was inconceivable 
that any of them invented what they said. 

The Chief Justice remarked that the 
évidetice in that part of the case was of a vital 
nature. 

Mr, Lavery said. that the judge had dealt 
with that portion of the evidence in his 
charge, as he had with the most trivial matter 
connected with the case, and the verdict of 
the jury had been found on the evidence. It 
was clear from the evidence that the accused 
had numerous opportunities on the dates men 
tioned of doing away with the children, and 
when the opportanity offered she did it. The 
judge had in his charge put the case fully and 
clearly to the jury throughout and with 
absolute acctracy. 

Mr. Walsh, replying. said that he stood or 
fall in this case ou the first ground on which 
the application was made, and which he read 
as follows :—‘' Non-direction amounting to 
misdirection, inasmuch as the purport of the 
learned trial judge's charge was to invite the 
opinion of the jury as to whether or not the 
facts were consistent with the prisoner's guilt. 
It is submitted that the proper direction 
would have been to have further asked the 
jury to consider whether the facts were in- 
Gonsistent with any other rational conclusion, 
and further the learned judge omitted to 
direct the jury that it was only in the évent 
of their finding the facts inconsistent with 
any other conclusion than that of guilt that 
they could safely convict the accused. The 
learned trial judge was wrong in point of law 
in déclining to accede to the request by 
counsel to direct the jury, as thus stated.’’ 

When he opened this application for leave 
to appeal on Monday morning, he said, he 
thought that he stated to their lordships, first, 
that, from the beginning to the end of the 
trial judge’s charge, the judge never otice 
drew the attention of the jury to any specific 
piece of eviderice in favour of the accused ; 
and, secondly, that he did not put the case 
of the accused to the jury; and that he 
also said that, if the jury accepted what 
the trial judge said in his charge, they could 
not do otherwise than convict the accused. 
He still adhered to that. 

He had gone all through the charge and 
commented upon it, and had pointed out that 
the judge in no single instance presented 
to the jury an innocent construction upon 
any specific piece of evidence which, he said, 
the judge was bound to put to the jury. 

With he i to that portion of the eviderice 
which he had said was inconsistent with the 
guilt of the accused, and which, he under- 
stood, the Chief Justice now referred to as 
the crucial point of the case—when he dealt 
with that particular part of the case he 
was laughed at in the Court below. Not 
only was it, he stated, inconsistent with 
the guilt of the accused, but what was 
described as having occurred on that occa- 
sion was physically impossible. This was a 
matter of vital importance; and they could 
not say what the jury would have done 
if this part of the evidence in the first 
instance had not been scoffed at. Mr. 
Carrigan, K.C. (for the prosecution), he 
added, saw the vital effect of it at once. 

Having referred again to other portions of 
the evidence and the inferences drawii from 
the statements made by the accused girl, 
pointing out again that in no single instance 
was afiy inference drawn in favour of Mary 
Cole, and that, as he had shown, if the 
jury accepted this charge they could do 
nothing else but convict the ‘accused—he 
asked their lordships, under all the circum- 
stances, to cancel the conviction, 

After a brief consultation, the Court 
reserved judgment, the Uhief Justice 
announcing that it would be delivered before 
the end of the sittings.

PURCHASE AGREEMENT 
DISPUTE. 


(BEFORE MR. SUSTIOE JOHNSTON.) 

An action was mentioned in which thé 
plaintiff was William Melody, of Clonusker) 
scariff, Co. Clare, and the defendants were 
Thomas Cudmore, Fortanne, Tulla, Co. Clare, 
and John Wlolohan, auctioneer, Feakle, Co, 
Clare. The action was originally brought by 
the plaintiff, but not pursued, for an order 
that an agreement, dated 11th April, 1925, 
made between the defendant Thomas Cud- 
more and the plaintiff, purporting to be an 
agreement for the purchase by tne plaintiff 
ol the defendant Thomas Cudmore’s lands at 
Coolreagh for £660, might be set aside, and 
the deposit of £180 paid by the plaintiff be 
returned, with interest. Damages alsu werv 
claimed for alleged misrepresentation. 

The defendant John Holohan was sued as 
the aucioneer and agent to whom the depesit 
was paid. In his statement of claim, the 
plaintiff stated that the lands were constantly 
liable to tloods and were of no value to him. 
They wete suld to him as being suitable and 
not liable to flooditig. 

A COUNTER-CLAIM. 

The defendants denied s«eriatim all the 
plaintiff's allegations as to misrepresentatiot 
and flooding, and counter-claimed for specific 
performance of the agreement and the pay- 
mevt of a balance of £502, with interest due 
thereon. 

Since the action was begun the plaintiff, 
William Melody, died, and by an order of the 
Court James Melody, father and persgoual 
representative and heir-at-law, was ordered to 
proceed with the trial. 

When the action was called thete was no 
isa on behalf of James Melody, and 
judgment was entered on behalí of the de- 
fendaite, with costs. 

Mr. Meredith, K.C., and Mr. Corbett 
(instructed by Mr. Charles Ebbrill, Limerics) 
then proceeded with the counter-claim on 
behalf of the defendants, and called the de- 
fendant John Holohan, who gave evidenve 
that the agreement was entered into by the 
deceased plaintiff of his own free will aul 
after seeing the lands for himself. There was 
no mention either by the deceased plaintiff or 
witness of the lands being liable to fooling. 

Thomas Cudmore, the second defendant, 
ave evidence to the effect that he let tlie 
ands out yearly in meadow. 

Mr. Justice Johnston granted the order 
sought in the counter-claim.

TIMBER MERCHANTS’ ACTION, 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE. 

After five days the hearing concluded of 
the action of Messrs. Hendron Brothers, 
timber merchants, of Belfast and Castiebelling- 
ham, against James Doyle, of Charlestown 
House, Drumsna, Co. Roscommon. - Tho plain- 
tiffe had purchased from the defendant for 
£1,000 ash trees on the demesne lands of 
Charlestown. A dispute arose between the 
parties as to whether all the-ash trees, with 
certain specified exceptions, had been pur- 
chased, or only certain trees that had been 
marked, the plaintiffs’ case being that the 
marked trees had only been mar as @ guide 
for them in estimating the totinage of inarket- 
able trees, and not with a view tó defining the 
number and quantity of the trees: they had 

urchased, ad that thé words 'f as marked '' 
ad been inadvertently inserted in the agree- 
ment of 9th November, 1926, The plaintiffs 
claimed damages or, alternatively, a rectifica- 
tion of the agreement: ‘The defendant denied 
that the words “as marked ”" had been in- 
advertently inserted in the ent, and he 
cournter-claimed damages for breach of 
contract and other injuries. , 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne gave judgment in 
favour of the plaintiffs, declaring that the 
agreement between the parties myst be 
rectified by stating that the plaintiffs had 
purchased all the ash trees of marketable 
value, with the specified exceptions. He 
directed the defendant to pay all the plaintiffs’ 
costs of the action ftom the time that the 
plaintiffs had amended their pleadings by 
claiming rectification, and he declared the 
defendant to be entitled to his costs against 
the plaintifis w to and including the amend- 
ment of the pleadings. No order was made 
as to damages.

Battles Long Ago. 


Men of science and military experts 
assure us that warfare in the future will 
be a far more terrible affair than it has 
been in the past. Not only will there. be 
no banners, but, in all probability, there 
will be no armies. The Napoleons of the 
future will be chemists and airmen, and 
there will be no non-combatants. . These 
anticipations, which seem to be well- 
founded, give the most unmartia] of us a 
personal interest in the preservation of 
the world’s peace. They cannot rob us, 
however, of the thrill that is roused by 
pageants of times past. Rehearsals are 
proceeding for the military Tattoo at 
Aldershot in June. For a picture of war 
in its most romantic and most highly- 
coloured aspect the organisers have gone 
back to the Third Crusade. Three hundred 
mail-clad knights will charge the hosts 
of the Saracen. A view will be shown cif 
“the city set upon a hill,” and Coeur-de- 
Lion will point to it with his battle-axe, 
in a blaze of light. A medieval scene, 
which the art of the cinematograph could 
not evoke so vividly, will be conjured up 
from the noble world of De Joinville and 
Froissart. Another spectacle at the 
Tattoo will be a thrilling incident from 
the Peninsula campaign, when war still 
could be called “ picturesque ’’—Welling- 
ton’s army carrying the Castle of Badajvs 
by assault, scaling the walls under cover 
of their own artillery. A less brilliant, 
but certainly not less moving, scene then 
will be constructed. A column in the 
drabber colours of the Great War will 
march beneath the ruins of the Menin 
Gate—and beyond them the searchlights 
will reveal a field of poppies. Tattocs 
sometimes are deplored as an encourage- 
ment of belligerent feeling and as a bad 
incentive to the young.

JUDGES,

Provision for the appointment of two 
additional Circuit Court Judges and four 
additional District Justices is made in the 
-new Courts of Justice Bill, to which the 
Free State Parliament gave a first reading 
on Wednesday last. The measure also 
extends the jurisdiction. of the District 
Court, and in regard to appeals from the 
Circuit Court there is an important 
amendment of the principal Act, per- 
-mitting the admission of oral evidence in 
addition to the stenographic report or 
which ‘exclusively appeals now are heard 
and determined. . 

The section of the principal Act which 
limited the number of Circuit Court 
Judges to eight is repealed by Section (9) 
of the new bill, which enacts that instead 
“the Court shall consist of not more than 
ten judges.’ The section s on :— 

‘A judge of the Circuit Court .(but not 
more than two such judges.at any one time! 
may, in lieu of being permanently assigned 
to a particular circuit, be temporarily 
assigned by the Minister from time to time 
as occasion requires to any circuit as an 
additional judge for such circuit, and every 
such judge shall, while so assigned to a 
circuit, have in relation to such circuit and 
euncurrenily with the judge permanently 
assigned to such circuit all the privileges, 
powers and, duties for the time being con- 
ferred or imposed by law on the judge 
assigned to such circuit.” 

The bill empowers the Ministry to 
appoint “not more than fonr additional 
Justices of the District Court,” these to 
be known as Assistant Justices, who will 
be eligible for appointment as ordinary 
Justices. Their duties and responsibilities 
will be precisely the same us those of the 
ordinary Justices, but they may be tem- 
porarily assigned by the Minister—as 
occasions require—for. duty in any 
districts, The retirement age of. an 
“Assistant Justice” shall be 65 years 
and his salary £800 a year. 


DISTRICT COURTS. 

The section extending the jurisdiction 
of the District Courts states —' In addi- 
tion to the jurisdiction now vested in the 
District Court by the principal Act, as 
amended by this Act (Bill), the District 
Court shall have, and may exercise con- 
currently with the Circuit Court; the 
jurisdiction under Section 82 of the Civil 
Bill Courts (Ireland) Act, 1851, formerly 
vested in Recorders and County Court 
Judges, and now vested in the Circuit 
Court.’’: Another clause provides that in 
criminal cases an appeal shall lie from 
the District Court against an order for 
the payment of a penal or other sum, or 
for the estreating of a recognisance, or 
for the undergoing of any term of im- 
prisonment. 


EVIDENCE IN APPEALS. 

The clause which provides that in the 

hearing of appeals from the Circuit Court 

the stenographic note may be supple- 
mented by oral evidence reads in part :— 

‘*(2) Subject to the provisions of this sec- 

tion every appeal under Section 61 of the 

Principal Act shall be heard and determined 

on the report of the official stenographer, but 

the Court hearing such appeal may on such 
rearing do all or any of the following things, 
that is to say :— 

(a) admit additional evidence, either oral 
or on affidavit ; 

(b) re-hear the evidence of any witness 
whose evidence is contained in such 
report ;. ' 

[c) refer any matter arising on such re- 
port to the. Judge of the . Circuit 
Court from whose decision the appeal 
is taken for his observations thereon ;

(e) enter such jadament .in the case as to 
the Court may seem fit. 

“ (3) Where it: appears to the Court hearing 
nu appeal under Section 61 of the principal 
Act that the report of the official stenographer 
is, through no default on the part of the 
appellant, not forthcoming, the Court may 
either determine the appeal by re-hearing the 
case either on oral evidence or-by affidavit 
or partly on oral evidence and partly by 
affidavit,.or may order a new trial of the case 
to be had. 
“ (4) This section applies to appeals under 
Section 61 of the principal Act brought be- 
fore as well as after the passing of this Act,” 
The bill also confers additional powers 
on the Court of Criminal Appeal (or, on 
appeal, the Supreme Court). Among 
these: “ The Court may, notwithstanding 
that they are of opinion that .a point 
raised in an appeal might be decided in 
favour of the appellant, dismiss the 
aypeal if they consider that no substantial 
miscarriage of justice has actually 
occurred,’’ 3 
Another additional power conferred on 
the same Court is that, where an appellant 
could have been found guilty’ of some 
other offence than that on which the jury 
actually convicted him, the Court, instead 
of dismissing the appeal, may substitute 
a verdict of guilty on this other .offence, 
or order his retrial on it. 
The text of the measure was circulated 
among deputies yesterday.

FARMER’S TWO SONS 
SENT TOIPRISON,

“1 never before heard of a case of this kind 
in the district,” said Mr. Wells, ‘solicitor, at 
Carrickmacross Sessions, when pleading guilty.

““ What possessed them to do such a thing,” 
said Mr. Wells, “no one can understand; 
they were not starving or anything like that. 
and it is a mystery to the whole locality.” 
He pointed out that the defendants’ brother, 
who was a cattle dealer, had compensated the 
parties, and asked the Justice to pass a 
suspensory sentence only. 

Mr. Goff, District Justice, said that he 
had never heard of such a case coming into 
Court. Apart from the cruelty to the sheep. 
it was a monstrous thing that there should 
be such interference with other people's pro- 
perty. On account of the plea of guilty he 
was going to deal leniently with the de- 
fendants, but this was a case in which he 
must convict. It was such a bad type of 
case that it could not be allowed off without 
some punishment, and he would send the 
defendants to Dundalk Jail for seven days, 
with hard labour. If others choose to do 
the like again, they would not get off so 
easy. He would adjourn the Jarceny charge 
to enable the question of compensation and 
expenses to be arranged. He very highly 
commended Sergeant Sweeny for the manner 
in which he bad handled the case, and the 
very clear way in which he had presented it 
to the Court.

Last Friday experts took samples of tha 
air in the Chamber of Dail Eireann. At 
present these samples are being analyse, 
possibly with a view of finding explana- 
tions of many stranze happenings in the 
Legislature which have hitherto bafiled 
solution. :

Last year, when there were recrimina- 
tions about the romnolent tendencies of 
oné or two deputies, Mr. Cosgrave 
chivalrously put the blame on the air of 
the Chamber. One gathered that, even 
without the assistance of the soporific 
oratory which. is so plentiful, members 
found it very difficult to keep awake. 

‘A COMMITTEE ROOM.” 

Things have not -‘mproved in the 
interval. An archway ti the division 
lobby which Fianna Fail had adopted as 
a smoke room and committee room, has 
now been curtained off with heavy, dark 
blue draperies, so that it looks like the 
proscenium of an “ art for art's sake” 
theatre. 

Prior to the hanging of these curtains, 
behind which one glimpses dense clouds of 
Fianna Fail smoke and hears occasion- 
ally the rumble of Fianna Fail thunder 
(when the Committee is in session), there 
Was a free passave of air into the 
‘Chamber from two windows. A prominent 
member of the Opposition complained that 
this free current of air was bad for his 
rheumatism; hence the draperies end the 
‘resultant stuffiness. 

The atmosphere in the Chamber for the 
past two days has been exceedingly heavy. 
Yesterday. for the first time since they 
were closed last vear. the tiny windows 
in the lantern of the (Chamber were 
timorously opened a few inches. 

The mugginess in the rtmosphere. whicl 
was not to any extent alleviated by: thts 
fiaring act, may have Leen largely 1espon- 
sible for the extreme dulness of yester- 
day's proceedings. 

‘ FLAPPER” RACE MEETINGS. 

tegarding the Finance Bill, apparently 
as an omnibus bill, deputies rambled far 
afield in their usual happy-go-lucky 
manner, during the debate on the motion 
for the second reading. The Jeader of the 
Labour Party developed a somewhat sur- 
prising interest in what are known as 
“flapper’’ race meetings, and suggeste:l 
that, as they were ' the poor man’s rac- 
ing meetings, ' they should be exempt from 
the entertainment tax.

A Fianna Fail solicitor, Mr. Little, was 
haunted by the spectre of Great Britain 
poking a grisly and, possibly, malevolent 
finger into the Free State financial pies. 
He interpreted Article 37 of the Constitu- 
tion as meaning that all money votes 
must be submitted to a representative cf 
the Crowm and that the British Govern- 
ment was privy to all proposals before 
they were submitted to the Dail. h 

“ Article 27,” said the Speaker, gentiv, 
“ only applies to an appropriation bill, 
and not to a finance bill.”’ 

Somewhat baffled, Mr. Little shifted his 
ground. He put forward the brilliant 
idea that there should be a tribunal to 
deal with income tax, but all the reluctant 
income taxpayers in the House waited in 
vain for information as how this tribunal 
was going to benefit John Citizen, 

THE PEOPLE AND THE POLICE. 

Replying to Labour criticism of the cost 
of the police force in the Free State, Mr. 
Blythe was very explicit as to the attitude 
of a temperamental! people. 

“It has to be recognised,”” he said, 
“that the people are not yet, and will not 
be for a generation, very willing to co- 
eperate with the police—and this apart 
froin offences of a political character. A 
single constable on guard living im a@ 
village by himself would not be effective 
in the same way that a village constable 
is effective in England. Until a change 
takes place in the attitude of the people 
there will be considerable, expense.”’ 

The second reading was carried by 74 
votes to 55. . 

AN ALLIANCE. 

At five o'clock the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce resumed the debate on the 
vote of £75,840 for his department. An 
alliance of Labour. in the person of Mr. 
Davin, and Fianna Fail, as represented by 
Mr. Lemass, had an amendment down: 
“ That the estimate he referred back for 
consideration.’’ 

Mr. MeGilligan has his facts at his 
fingers’ ends and he marshals them in 
the most conscientious manner, but his 
delivery leaves much to be desired. Yes- 
terday he virtually recapitulated all that 
he had said in opening the. debate on the 
previous day, with additions suggested 
by members cricitisms. Again he 
praised the success of the Railways Act of 
1924, and declared that the railways must 


be maintained and adjusted to the service 


of the country. 
LAND ANNUITIES. 


Mr. Muleahy issued a grave warn-ng 


in the matter of land annnities. The 
amount of land annuities which had rot 


been paid, he said, was a serious matter 


for local authorities, and he stressed the 
fact that they should: do everything 
possible to collect those annuities.

Ar. Eamonn O'Neill, who adjudicated 
with Lady Harty, said that he had been at 
these competitions for a number of years, 
and the Irish was progressively improving. 
This was a singing competition primarily— 
not a language competition. Very often, if 
it were, the order would be different. He 
had, however, very few faults to find with 
the pronunciation this year. In fact, there 
was only one case where there were per- 
sistent faults with the consonants. He was 
particularly struck by the understanding of 
the songs, especially on the part of the four 
recalled. There was a good deal 
more in some of these sungs than appeared

at first sight. Songs like '“ Druimfhionn 
Donn Dile” were political songs, 
veally—like Jacobite songs. The people 


dared not mention Ireland, but sung of her 
in songs like these. No one could really 


sing them properly without understanding 
both meanings. e was particularly im- 
pressed by the understanding of the 


songs shown by No. 4 (Mr. Cox), especially 
of “‘Shabh na mBan.” Most of these songs 
were wonderfully good Irish, and he recom- 
mended them to people starting to learn 
Irish. 

lt was quite evident, added Mr. O'Neill, 
that nearly all the singers understced Irish, 
and most of them spoke it 

Lady Harty said that she had to thank 
Mr. O'Neill very much for his help. He 
had given her the whole meaning of the 
songs before the competitors sang. It had 
been a very interesting and delightful com- 
petition, and the standard was quite high. 
Jhe Cup was won by No. 4 (Mr. Cox). He 
had given a most beautiful performance— 
most artistic. His voice was well managed 
and had plenty of colour. She had him before 
her twice this week, but he had sung better 
that ‘morning. His work had always 
been consistent and of a high level, but she 
thought he had had a cold, as he had not 
done himself full justice in his other com- 
petitions. In this event he stood out above 
everybody else, and it was a delightful per- 
formance. 


No. 16 (Miss K. O’Flaherty), who was 
second, had a very good voice, very nicely 
used, and an excellent idea of rhythi:. She 


had another thing—a very charming platform 
manner. Her second song was the better 
of the two, and Mr. O'Neill said that her 
Irish was excellent.

THE JOSEPH O'MARA CUP. 

Always a very entertaining event because 
of the operatic scope afforded to singers, the 
Joseph O’Mara Cup competition drew a very 
big gathering to the Metropolitan Hall in 
the afternoon. Open to male voices, it 
attracted twenty-one entries, who were almost 
evenly apportioned oyer the three male voices. 
The test pieces were :— 

Tenor—“‘ The Prize Song’’ from “ Meister. 
singer, in Key C (Wagner). 

Baritone—‘‘ Prince Igor’s Aria,” in Key B 
flat minor (Borodin). 

Bass—** For behold darkness. The people 
that walked in darkness, in Key B minor 
(Messiah), Handel). 

The standard was on a very fine level, and 
so keenly was the competition that one felt 
that the Cup might have gone to any one 
of three or four competitors without leaving 
any one aggrieved. 

The Cup was won by No. 15, Mr. Frank 
Cowle, 4 Parliament street, Dublin; second, 
No, 18, Mr. Leo Bryll, 40 Upper Kenilworth 
Park, Rathgar; third, No. 17, the Rev. 
tobert Nelson, Rose Lawn, Longford, 

Mr. Walter Hyde, adjudicator, said that 
they had had an extremely interesting and in- 
triguing afternoon. They had heard some 
very good singing, and some not quite so 
good. They had had at least three examples 
of decidedly good singing. He was a little 
vit disturbed at the last minute because he 
had made up his mind pretty well, but the 
last hour sometimes brought unexpected 
events, and he had to make a little deduc- 
tion that had altered history somewhat. The 
first prize went to No. 15. (Loud and pro- 
longed applause.) 

The edjudicetor held up his hand to check 
the applause, and said: ‘Yes, I quite appre. 
ciate and understund ; but I must say at once 
that I do not pretend for a moment that his 
voice as @ voice is on a par with that of 
No. 18.” (Hear, hear, and applause.) No. 
18 (Mr. Bryll), he added, had a really fine 
genuine operatic baritone, with a nice elastic 
expanding style, and a sense of climax which 
No. 15 did not have, but he came rather a 
“‘purler’’ in the second song. ‘“‘I did not get 
a single word," said Mr. Hyde, “and if you 
are singing in English you must get at least 
the essential words over. I regret this, wut 
that is what happened, and I cannot help it. 
| do maintain that it is important, it is 
essential, that diction be observed, and the 
words be handed out to you so that you are 
not bothered about them. He has a good 
voice, but is handicapped by lack of clarity 
in his utterance, so that No. 18, unfortu- 
nately, has to go second.” 

Mr. Hyde said he must refer to No. 17 
the Rev. R. Nelson). whose singing of the 
Handel recitative and aria had been a most 
impressive and beautiful performance. (Ap- 
plause.) The criticism that he had to make 
was that this voice had a tendency to open 
on the top register and became ‘‘white’’ in 
the quality of tone.

If they were not, the chords came out in 
confusion. Their tone, on the whole, was 
good, but their words might be clearer. Their 
rhythm was good, and the blend and pitch 
better in the second song. He gave them 77 
marks. '

Mr. Johnson said that more should have 
been made of the accompaniment in the 
Vaughan Williams song. People often forgot 
that the accompaniment was an intrinsic part 
of the composition, and in this particular 
case it was a beautiful feature of the work, 
and should have been used more than it was 
to help the voices. With regard to the tests, 
the Vaughan Williams was sung with 
diffidence, and there was not sufficient con- 
trast in the soft passages. The Schumann 
piece should not be sung so fast as some 
of them had sung it. By taking it 
at a slower pace they would secure better 
clarity. As to the result, he thought at the 
start that Choir No. 2 were going to win, 
but as they went on he decided that No. 1 
were the better. Both were exceedingly 


good. No. 3 Choir were a little ragged and 
inaccurate. : No. 4 Choir were rather rough 
in tone. There was nice expression in 


places, but the whole thing wanted a little 
more delicacy. 

The silver challenge cup, presented by the 
Ladies’ Committee for this event, was pre- 


sented to Mr. J. T. Frankland, the con- 
ductor of the Derry Glee and Madrigal 
Society.

No. 7—Overdid the wibrate; the staccats 
lacked crispness ; too much sliding in certain 
places. Her sight reading was not a great 
success. He advised her to get into an 
orchestra in order to gain experience. She 
should control her facial expression’ and not 
indicate where the difficult parts were. If 
one did not do that a great many in the 
audience would detect the difficult parts, and 
mistakes which otherwise they may not have 
noticed—(66 marks). 

No. 9 overdid the vibrato. The bow was 
changed too stiffly. Intonation was poor at 
first, but improv The critical bar was not 
a success, Her piano should be more delicate 
and the gracioso was not rhythmical enough 
—(69 marks). 

No. 6 was a performance of considerable 
merit. She produced pure tone without ex- 
cessive vibrato—just the right amount. She 
held her bow well, but she would do well to 
further develop her hand-bowing. Her semi- 
tones were beautiful to listen to, heautifully 
close together. Her gracioso might nave 
been a little more lightly played. A tidy, 
very promising player. She should hold her 
head up and not be looking at her fingers.— 
(87 marks—first prize) (applause). 

No. 8 produced warm tone but overdid the 
vibrato; she should develop hand-bowing. 
She chanved her bow stiffly. She played with 
considerable temperament. The gracioso was 
not light enough. An inclination to slide and 
excessive vibrato slightly harmed a perform- 
ance of merit. Second place—(82 marks). 

Dealing with No. 1, he asked who had 
the courage to use the word ‘flapper,’ 
seeing that only one man had come forward 
for that competition He was glad to say 
that that man had established the reputa- 
tion of the sex which he (Mr. Fuchs) repre 
sented. That competitor gained 81 marks 
and Srd place. The tone was good, but there 
was a a little too much vibrote. He held 
his bow well, but should develop hand- 
bowing. In the fortes he was inclined to be 
a little rough. A promising player.

It was absolutely musical, and 
the interpretation was very good. The fingers 
of the second prize winner were amazing. His 
fluency was simply quite dazzling. If he was 
not careful they would run away with him. 
If he would only use a little more brain and 
thought, to curb his fingers, it would pay in 
the long run.
